Carswell Wins First Test 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Judge 
G. 
Harrold 
Carswell’s 
nomination to the Supreme 
Court won its first crucial test 
today as the Senate rejected a 
motion to return tne nomination 
to the Judiciary Committee. 
The vote was 52 to 44 
The recommittal motion by 
Sen. Birch Bayh. D-Ind., a 
leader of the opposition, was 
designed to kill the nomination 
of the 50-year-old Tallahassee, 
Fla., jurist. 


The Senate now will vote 
Wednesday on confirmation of 
Carswell, the second Southerner 
nominated by President Nixon 
for the Supreme Court vacancy 
created nearly a year ago by the 
resignation of Justice Abe 
Fortas. 
Nixon’s first choice, Judge 
Clement F. Haynsworth Jr., of 
Greenville, S. C., was rejected 
by the Senate last November by 
a 55-45 vote. 
Senate leaders of both parties 


said they expected defeat of 
Bayh’s recommittal motion to 
be followed by confirmation of 
Carswell, although perhaps by a 
narrower margin. 
Some senators who voted 
against recommittal said they 
would vote against Carswell’s 
confirmation. They contended 
that returning it to committee 
would just be ducking the issue. 
On the other hand, some 
senators who announced they 
favored 
returning 
the 


nomination to committee for 
further hearings said they would 
disclose later how they would 
vote on confirmation if the 
recommittal motion failed.

TROOP STRENGTH CUT 
SAIGON (AP) — The U.S.

Maturity Important In Marriage 


By DOROTHY RICKER 
What is the proper age for 
marriage? 
This question is 
asked by countless teen-agers, 
usually when they have a great 
urge to marry and their parents 
say, “You are too young!” 
This situation never fails to set 
off an argument in the family 
and definite answers are not 
easy to find. Nevertheless it is 
frequently a problem in families 
with older teens and, as 
described in the following letter, 
it is sometimes a continuing 
argument over a period of time. 
“Dear Mrs Ricker: When I 
was in the ninth grade some of 
my girl friends dropped out and 
got married Then in the tenth 
and eleventh grades quite a few 
more of my girl friends dropped 
out of high school and got 
married. But when graduation 
time came in my senior year, 
that did it—more than half of the 
graduating class was getting 
married. 
“Some of non-marrieds went 
on to college and are now 
engaged while in their freshman 
year. 
You see. practically 
everybody 1 know has already 
done it or will get married 
soon—but my parents say I am 
too young. I am 19 and so is my 
boy friend. We have gone steady 
for more than two years and are 
very much in love. 
“ It seems to me that 
anywhere from 18 to 22 years of 
age is the ideal time to get 
married but Mom says, ‘no, not 
until you are old enough!’ Mrs. 
Ricker, what is your opinion; 
what is the right time to get 
married9” 
Age alone cannot be used as a 
guide to decide when is the best 
time to marry. Far more im­ 
portant is the emotional 
maturity erf the boy and girl. 
Are both ready for the disap­ 
pointments and dull moments of 
marriage as well as the marital 
delights which they look forward 
to so eagerly? 
Of course, most couples in 
love will reply quickly that they 
are ready for the problems and 
can handle them okay, But that 
is not necessarily a real 
maturity. It could be just a blind 
determination

determination to marry and a 
childish belief that love can 


solve all-problems. It isn’t so. 
Determination to make the 
marriage work is commendable 
but it can wear thin and became 
tiresome as a steady diet. 
No young couple with plans to 
marry can foresee all of their 
future problems and be certain 
in advance that they are in 
complete agreement on the 
ways to meet their problems. 
But there are certain basic 
things they can discuss together 
in advance—those key problems 
which so often are the cause of 
breaking up of marriages. 
MONEY — Except for the few 
very rich, nobody ever has 
enough money. Which means 
that in every family some of the 
things they would like to buy 
must be passed up. The girl, 
perhaps, must limit her desire 


for more nice clothes, or 
perhaps the boy must give up his 
bowling or golf club mem­ 
bership because it is too ex­ 
pensive. 
Maybe these problems will not 
come up for a while since both 
plan to work, but sooner or later, 
in mo6t instances pregnancy 
shatters the budget program, 
eliminating one income and 
adding new expenses for the 
baby. For many families this is 
an automatic shut-off for extra, 
new clothes, or golf or boating or 
whatever. To be mature enough 
for marriage a couple must 
know this kind of problem is 
likely to come up in their future 
and agree on how it should be 
met without bickering and 
bitterness between them.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Nixon Won’t Permit 
War To Expand 


Order In The Court 


«FROM THE CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR) 


The Supreme Court now has made crystal clear what should 
have long been obvious to most everyone — that riotous conduct in 
the courtroom, disrupting the processes of justice, cannot be 
condoned, cannot be permitted. To rule otherwise would be to say 
that a defendant, if he were disruptive enough with shouting, 
cursing, and assarted antics, could keep himself from being 
judged 


The high court has thus ruled for order in the halls of justice, 
without a dissenting voice There were indicatons, in the opinion 
by Justice Hugo Black and a concurring opinion by Justice William 
Brennan — that recent events were influential The case concerned 
a man accused of arm ed robbery, but obviously the behaviors of 
defendants at the trial of the "Chicago Seven," and in the New York 
Black Panther case, were strongly in the justices’ purview 


So here is the ruling — that a trial judge "m ust be given suf­ 
ficient discretion" to meet the circumstances of the case — that he 
may have a disruptive defendant bound and gagged, that he may 
hold defendant in contempt and jail him. or that he may even expel 
him from the courtroom if this be necessary to preserve order 
Even the Sixth Admendment — giving a defendant the right to be 
confronted with the witnesses against him — need not apply if he is 
wholly disruptive. 


Quite evidently then Justice John Murtagh's conduct in New 
York — halting the Black Panther trial for so long as defendants 
shouted, cursed, and interfered with proceedings — is approved. 
Even the distasteful gagging and shackling of Bobby Seale, a 
disruptive member of the "Chicago Seven," falls within the high 
court's list of possible order-enforcing actions. 


This does not mean that Judge Hoffman’s harsh sentencing of 
Chicago defendants for contempt is approved, or that those cases 
might not yet be reversed on various other grounds What the 
Supreme Court’s landmark decision essentially says is phrased by 
Justice Black, senior m ember of the high tribunal, in these words: 
"It would degrade our country and our judicial system to perm it 
our courts to be bullied, insulted and humiliated and their orderly 
progress thwarted and obstructed by defendants brought before 
them."

Bv J ACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON - The latest 
explosive 
developm ents 
in 
Southeast Asia have blown the 
camouflage off North Vietnam ’s 
aggression against her neigh­ 
bors. No longer can the hierachy 
in Hanoi get away with the 
fiction that the mischief they 
have been stirring up all around 
tnom is purely civil warfare 
Here is a synopsis of the 
situation in each country: 
CAMBODIA — An estimated 
40.000 to 45,000 North Viet­ 
namese are now camped in 
Cambodia. Most of them are 
hattle-tested troops who not only 
outnumber but could probably 
outfight the 35.000-man Royal 
Cambodian Army. 
Ever since left-leaning Prince 
Sihanouk 
was 
deposed 
as 
Cambodia’s ruler, the North 
V ietnam ese have also been 
handing out new arm s to the Kh­ 
mer Rouge, as the Cambodian 
Communists are called 
They 
could form a guerrilla force, at 
the most, of 4,000 men. 
Ironically, Sihanouk went to 
Moscow and Peking to seek 
pressure upon the North Viet­ 
namese to clear out of his 
kingdom. Now he is calling upon 
his Communist "brothers" to 
help restore him to power. 
The Communists can hardly 
claim that Cambodia is overrun 
with American “imperialists." 
There is a grand total of 11 
A m erican " im p e rialists” in 
Cambodia, all attached to the U. 
S. Embassy 
Diplomatic dispatches report 
that Hanoi has made moves to 
evacuate all North Vietnamese 
diplomats from Cambodia This 
could be an ominous hint that 
North Vietnam is preparing for 
military action against Cam­ 
bodia 
The 
S tate 
D ep artm en t’s 
strategists believe it is more 
likely that Hanoi is bringing 
psychological pressure upon the 
new C am bodian leaders to 
continue the present unspoken 
a rran g em en ts. 
The 
North 
V ietnam ese would be quite 
satisfied, it is felt, if they can 
continue to use Cambodia as a 
sanctuary and to receive sup­ 
plies through the Cambodian 
port of Sihanoukville. 


SECRET ARMY 
LAOS — President Nixon has 
stated that 67,000 North Viet­ 
nam ese 
troops 
are 
now 
operating in Laos. Of these. 
40.000 to 45,000 are supporting 
the Communist insurgency in 
northern Laos 
The rest are 
manning the infiltration routes 
into South Vietnam 
The Royal Lao Army is no 
match for the Communist force. 
However, the United States has 
established a secret arm y of 
Meo tribesm en, T hais and 
Cambodians who 
have 
been 
train ed 
and 
equipped 
for 
guerrilla warfare. 
The Thais, for example, have 
been used to man the artillery. 
From time to time, as they have 
been needed in Laos, a battalion 
of Thai artillerym en have been 
flown in to back up ground at­ 
tacks by the Meo tribesmen. 
The 10,000 -m an guerrilla 
force, though fierce in action, is 
better at harassing the enemy 
than 
defending 
entrenched 
positions It is supported from 
the skies 
by 
American 
air 


power. The guerrillas and the 
planes are probably less of a 
deterrent to the North Viet­ 
nam ese, however, than the 
threat that Thailand will come 
to the aide of Laos if the North 
Vietnamese push too deeply. 
SOUTH VIETNAM - As in 
Laos, an estimated 80 per cent of 
the Communist force in South 
Vietnam are North Vietnamese, 
not native Viet Cong They are 
building up, according to cap­ 
tured documents, for a major 
offensive 
against 
the 
rich 
Mekong delta 
Yet there are signs that the 
Communists are losing the war 
in South Vietnam and that the 
South Vietnamese are slowly 
gaining the upper hand Pen­ 
tagon 
strateg ists 
a re 
in­ 
creasingly optimistic that the 
South Vietnamese will be able to 
hold off the Communists without 
American troops. 
Result: President Nixon is 
going ahead with his plans to 
disengage A m erican troops 
from 
Southeast Asia. 
This 
means he has no intention of 
perm itting the United States to 
get bogged down in any ex­ 
panding 
war 
in 
Laos and 
Cambodia.

I doubt if the 
fetus k n o w s 
w hether it is 
day or night. 
A s I s a y 
this, I would like to correct 
myself because some new stu ­ 
dies seem to suggest th a t the 
tim e clock mechanism found 
a f t e r birth may exist be­ 
fore it. 
Have you ever h e a r d of 
these additional m yths about 
pregnancy? I t has been said 
th a t each child takes aw ay 
sufficient calcium from 
the 
m other so th a t she pays a 
penalty w ith the loss of a 
tooth. This is false, but even 
if it were true the children 
would be w orth it.

F or those 
interested in scientific m edi­ 
cine. this tum or occurs in the 
adrenal gland, a h o r m o n e 
gland th a t lies near the kid­ 
ney. A bout tw o-tenths of one 
per cent of all cases of high 
blood pressure m ay be caused 
by such a tum or.

The Supreme Court not has made cry»tal clear what should 
have long been obvious to moat everyone — that riotous conduct in 
the courtroom, disrupting the processes of Justice, cannot be 
condoned, cannot be permitted To ral#' otherwise would 'be to say 
'that a 'defendant, if he were disruptive enough with, shouting, 
cursing, and assarted antics, could keep himself from being 
judged 


The high court has thus ruled for order In the halls of Justice, 
without a dissenting voice There were indicatona, In the opinion 
by Justice Hugo Black and a concurring opinion by Justice William 
Brennan - that recent events were influential The case concerned 
a man accused of armed robbery 1x11 obviously the behaviors of 
defendants at the trial of the "Chicago Seven,’ and in the New York 
Black Panther case, were strongly in the justices' purview. 


So here is the ruling — that a trial judge "must be given suf 
ficient discretion” to meet the circumstances of the case — that he 
may have' a disruptive defendant bound and gagged, that he may 
hold defendant in contempt and Jail him. or that .he may even expel 
him from the courtroom if this be necessary to preserve order 
Even the Sixth Admendment - giving a defendant the right to be 
confronted with the w lineases against him — need not apply if he is 
wholly disruptive 


Quito evidently then Justice John Murtagh s conduct in New 
York — halting 'the' Black Panther 'trial for so long as defendants 
shouted, cursed, and interfered with proceedings — is approved 
Even the distasteful gagging and shackling of Bobby Seale, a 
disruptive member of the "Chicago Seven," falls within the high 
court's list of possible order-enforcing actions 


This does not mean that Judge Hoffman s harsh sentencing of 
Chicago defendants for contempt is approved., or 'that, those cases, 
might not yet be reversed on various other grounds What the 
Supreme Court's landmark decision essentially says is phrased by 
Justice Black, senior member of the high tribunal, in these words: 
“It would degrade our country and our judicial system to permit 
our courts to be bullied, insulted and humiliated and their orderly 
progress thwarted and obstructed by defendants brought before 
them..''

Voting On Carswell Nomination 
A Toss-Up; Both Sides Confident

Opponents say 'that, those who

SINCE HIS name was sub­

Another such package sent from 
California to Washington state

POSTAL OFFICIALS could 
find nothing illegal about tactic, 
but the Justice Department is 
looking into the possibility that 
there might have been violation 
'Of something other than pastel 
laws 
The cards and letters have 
been delivered to the senators 
by postal inspectors Practically 
all the letters were in the same 
size envelopes, all addressed in 
longhand, all in the same color 
i.nk. a/nd some of them were 
respectful and some were not. 
In addition to these three 
packages of smear mail, Sen. 
Howard Baker of Tennessee 
reported he had received about 
270 
letters on the Carswell 
nomination, adding that “ap­ 
proximately 200 of them were 
mailed in bulk to me by the 
postmaster in Knoxville, Tenn ” 
Baker reported the Knoxville 
postmaster told him the letters

SENATE MAJORITY Leader 
Mike Manafieid remarked "It 
appears to me 'that, this ia an 
unorthodox way , . . 'to 'toy to 
exert pressure on a senator or a

counterproductive 
I do not 
approve of it, and I certainly am 
curious as to its source ” 
This, of course, is just, another 
example of how far the op­ 
position will go in efforts to keep 
a southerner off the high court 
bench One Carawell supporter 
recently remarked that he 
wished the “silent majority” 
would counteract the phony 
letter campaign by writing their 
senators, legitimate letters, with,

this action by 'the' Nixon ad­ 
ministration, and a few have 
spoken in support of it. 


Concensus is that the U.S. 
government took the action at 
the request of Britain which 
wants the Rhodesian govern­ 
ment to 'turn, control of 'the 
country over to the blacks. 


Much of the criticism has been 
along the vein that America is 
permitting Britain to dictate 
foreign policy, which at the 
same time has ignored, pleas by 


this country to break off 
relations with 
Hanoi and 
Communist Cuba.
